These,  it  were  easy  for  me  to  give,  but  while  men 
are  willing  to  practice  wrongfully,  they  are  uuwil- 
Hiig  to  have  that  conduct  published  to  the  world 
with  their  names. 

Their  influences  may  poison  the  morals  of  their 
asahciaies— sap  the  foundation  of  religion,  and  this

THE  INFLUENCE  OF  MIND  UPON  MIND  IN  THE 
FORMATION  OF  CHARACTER. 


One  can  not  otherwise  than  look  with  a  degree  of 
pain,  many  times,  upon  the  insidious  manner  in 
which  the  influencesof  evil  and  corrupt  association 
steal  upon,  and  take  possession  of  the  minds  of  the 
young.  But  the  remark  applies  not  only  to  the 
young  and  inexperienced,  but  to  the  old  and  the 
middle  aged.  Men  who  pride  themselves  upon 
their  experience,  upon  their  philosophy,  upon  the 
rich  stores  of  their  intellectual  wealth,  and  who, 
from  these  very  [tossessions  might  exercise  a  migli- 
tv  influence  in  the  great  world  of  mind,  which 
should  advance  man  fat  more  rapidly  in  the  perfec¬ 
tion  of  his  moral  nature,  not  only  are  far  from  be¬ 
ing  rigid  tn  the  severity  of  their  moral  discipline, 
but  indirectly  practice  a  kind  of  loose  morality 
which  though  not  strictly  at  variance  with  virtue, 
in  the  common  acceptation  of  that  term,  is  fat  from 
being  in  accordance  with  the  precepts  of  religion. 
I  am  led  to  make  these  remarks  in  consideration  of 
the  negligence,  or  inditlerence,  by  which  the  giant 
intellects  of  some  men  are  oftentimes  overshadow¬ 
ed.  Let  us  suppose,  for  example,  some  individual 
blest  by  Heaven  with  a  far  exploring  reach  of 
thought,  an  unequaled  strength  of  mind,  and  a  sa¬ 
gacity  of  perception  exciting  the  wonder  and  admi- 
rationof  mankind.  Let  us  suppose  this  individual 
to  be  ihoioughly  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  re¬ 
ligion,  the  justice  of  the  diviae  commands  and  re- 
quiiements,  the  volume  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and 
all  his  obligations  to  himself,  his  fellow  man,  and 
to  his  God.  Now,  it  is  but  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  such  a  mind  could  not  exist  without  attracting 
around  itselj^  as  around  a  common  centre,  asa  burn¬ 
ing  nucleus,  a  collection  of  lesser  luminaries,  who, 
borrowing  their  light  from  him,  catching  the  tune 
of  bis  thoughts  and  opinions,  should  assist  in  send¬ 
ing  abroad,  far  and  wide,  the  fertile  influences  of 
bis  genius,  cheering  and  benefitting  the  great  mu¬ 
ral  world.  Indeed,  tiiisisnut  a  supposititious  case; 
but  is  one  which  is,  to  a  greater  or  less  exieot,  oc¬ 
curring  every  day. 

Among  this  class  of  satellites,  there  of  course 
will  be  men  of  diversified  minds,  upiuiuns,  and  sen¬ 
timents;  and  as  we  all  know,  iiiany  limes  skepti¬ 
cism,  irreligion  and  infidelity  find  place,  though 
perhaps  smothered  and  repressed  by  the  general 
sentiments  of  society.  Now  it  is  not  to  be  suppo¬ 
sed  these  things,  in  the  presence  of  the  individual 
of  whom  we  have  been  speaking,  will  dare  with 


'  soul  (and  here,  by  the  way,  I  would  remark,  that 
!  these  conversations  upon  the  soul  are  frequently  if 
^  not  generally  fraught  with  deep  and  lasting  mis- 
!  chief,)  and,  as  would  be  expected,  many  specula- 
\  lions  would  he  advanced.  Now  this  subject,  as  is 
always  the  case  more  or  less,  would  lead  to  the 
opinions  and  doctrines  advanced  by  the  ancient 
philosophers;  especially  Socrates,  Plato  and  Aris¬ 
totle.  I  say,  would  lead  to  their  opinions,  fur^sin- 
gularly  enough,  when  these  conversations  on  the 
soul  are  introduced,  men  immediately  fly  from  the 
Bible,  fiom  the  sublime  doctrines  of  Jesus  Christ, 
with  as  little  ceremony  and  with  a  strange  forgetful- 
nessofihought.as  though  these  two  things  were  never 
heard  of,  or  never  gxisted;  and  are  ready  to  enter, 
in  a  moment,  upon  any  vain,  idle  disquisition,  or 
imaginary  speculation  that  heathenism  and  super¬ 
stition,  in  tlieii  darkened  gropings  may  have  advan¬ 
ced.  This  is  not  confined  entirely  to  indillerent 
minds  cuncernina  religion  ;  but  too  often,  to  open 
and  professing  Christians.  There  seems  to  be  a 
sort  of  infatuation  in  the  sound  of  the  names  of  the 
ancient  philosophers ;  a  soil  of  mysterious  power, 
that  takes  possession  of  men’s  minds  and  inspires  a 
vain  glory  to  talk  learnedly,  whether  they  talk  sense 
or  nonsense.  What  greater  or  more  advantageous 
field  than  this  can  irreligion  and  infidelity  want  to 
insidiously  propagate  tlieir  sentiments  ?  Sugges¬ 
tions  can  he  made,  propositions  and  aigurnents  ad¬ 
vanced,  which,  without  seeming  to  be  the  real  sen¬ 
timents  and  opinions  of  the  advancer,  may  never- 
iheless  be  shaped  as  calculated  to  influence  and 
carry  conviction  to  the  most  powerful  and  obstinate 
mind:  thus  the  sentiments  of  this  individual’s  mind 
may  become  in  a  great  measure,  changed  by  the 
the  reaction  of  influences  he  may  himself  have  as¬ 
sisted  in  creating  and  sustaining.  Now,  can  that 
individual  who  has  been  blessed  by  Heaven  with 
an  overflowing  richness  and  strength  of  mind,  be 
held  irre8|M>nsihle  for  such  inconsiderate  trifling  os 
this?  Can  he  who  has  the  |>ower  of  grasping, 

I  moulding  and  controlling  men's  minds,  beheld  un¬ 
accountable  fur  the  use  he  makes  of  that  power, 

I  and  the  direction  in  which  lie  causes  those  minds  to 
I  operate  ?  These  are  plain  questions  and  easily 
j  answered.  The  voice  of  reason  and  humanity 
I  answers.  No!  The  duty  he  owes  to  [tosieriiy  an* 

I  bwers.  No!  Religion  answeis.  No!  The  com- 
I  mands  of  God  answer.  No!  Then,  what  is  the 
reason  of  ihis  strange  moral  laxness  and  turpitude 
so  often  found  on  the  part  of  the  greatest  and  most 
influential  men  ?  Cun  it  be  any  thing  else  than 
pride;  a  vain-glorious  pride  in  talking  learnedly 
ilover  the  unprofitable  and  unprolifle  speculations  of 
j  the  dreamy  philosophy  of  by-gone  days  ?
